TEAM NOTES AGAINST MONTREAL 



• The Revs are 3-4-0 against Montreal since the club entered MLS in 2012 

• On the road, the Revs are 2-2-0 at Stade Saputo 

• At home, the Revs are 1 -2-0 at Gillette Stadium 

• The teams have met twice already this season, with Montreal earning a 2-0 home win 
on May 31, and New England posting a 2-1 home win on September 13 

• Today’s game is the third and final regular-season meeting between the clubs in 2014 

• The Revs saw their two-game winning streak at Stade Saputo snapped in May when 
Montreal claimed a 2-0 win 

• One team has been held scoreless in four of the teams’ seven meetings 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST MONTREAL 

• Kelyn Rowe has two goals and one assist in seven appearances against Montreal 

• Lee Nguyen has two goals against Montreal... his most recent goal against the Impact 
was the game-winner on September 13 

• Diego Fagundez has one goal and one assist in six appearances against Montreal 

• Three current players have scored single goals against Montreal: A.J. Soares (Oct. 27, 
2012), Diego Fagundez (Sept. 8, 2013), and Jose Goncalves (Oct. 12, 2013) 

• Five current players have recorded assists against Montreal: Kelyn Rowe (July 18, 
2012), Chris Tierney (Oct. 27, 2012), Diego Fagundez (Oct. 12, 2013), Charlie Davies 
(Sept. 13, 2014) and Jermaine Jones (Sept. 13, 2014) 

• A.J. Soares is the only member of the Revolution to start all seven meetings the club 
has had with Montreal... Kelyn Rowe has appeared in all seven meetings between the 
clubs 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-2-0 in four appearances (three starts)... he recorded a shutout 
on Oct. 27, 2012, in Montreal 

LAST MEETING 

New England 2, Montreal 1 

September 13,2014 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

Lee Nguyen continued his scoring form, netting the game-winner in the 25th minute as the 
Revs came from behind to top Montreal, 2-1, at Gillette Stadium. Montreal took an early lead 
in the 13th minute when Jack Mclnerney snuck behind the Revolution's defense and played 
the ball to Calum Mallace who tucked the ball into an empty net. New England responded 
with goals by Kelyn Rowe and Lee Nguyen in the 23rd and 25th minute, respectively. 
Jermaine Jones and Charlie Davies both earned assists on Nguyen's game-winning goal. 

The Revs finished off the game up a man after Montreal's Krzysztof Krol received his second 
yellow card of the game and was ejected in the 62nd minute. The 2-1 result marked the 
Revs’ fifth straight win, tying their longest winning streak of the season.

TEAM NOTES 


WIN AND THEY’RE IN 

With seven wins in their last eight games, the Revolution are on the verge of clinching a 
second consecutive postseason berth ... it would be the 12th playoff berth in club history and 
the team’s second since 2009 ... the Revs enter the week in second place in the Eastern 
Conference with a 15-13-3 record for 48 points ... the following scenarios exist for the Revs to 
clinch a playoff berth this weekend: 

• New England Revolution win or tie vs. Montreal Impact on Saturday 
OR 

• Toronto FC tie or lose to New York Red Bulls on Saturday 

REVS MAKE THE MOST OF LATE-SEASON TRIPS TO MONTREAL 

The Revolution’s trip to Montreal onSaturday will be the team’s second trip to Quebec this 
year and their fifth overall since Montreal entered the league in 2012 ... the Revs come into 
the game with a 2-2-0 record in Montreal, however both of the Revs' wins away to the Impact 
have come in October meetings in Montreal... the Revs claimed their first-ever win against 
Montreal - and first-ever win in Canada - on October 27, 2012, when A.J. Soares headed in a 
Chris Tierney free kick in the 88th minute ... last year, the Revolution won its October trip to 
Montreal, claiming a 1-0 win on October 12, 2013, behind Jose Goncalves' 31st-minute goal. 

JACK THE KNIFE 

Impact forward Jack Mclnerney has been a thorn in the Revs’ side his whole career, even 
before he landed in Montreal... in 11 career games against New England, he has scored 
five goals, including three game-winners ... he had four goals in nine appearances against 
New England as a member of the Philadelphia Union before he was traded to Montreal in 
early April ... in his first start against the Revs with his new club, Mclnerney continued his 
success against Jay Heaps’ squad, scoring the Impact’s second goal in a 2-0 win on May 31 
in Montreal. 

SECOND-BEST FINISH FORTHCOMING? 

Currently sitting in second place, if the Revs maintain second - or surpass D.C. United for first 
- it would be the first time New England finishes higher than third place in the East since 2007 
when the club went 14-8-8 (50 pts.) to finish second and reach MLS Cup for a third consecu¬ 
tive season ... the Revs have only finished first or second in the East four times in club history: 
2002 (first), 2005 (first), 2006 (second) and 2007 (second). 

REVS HOT HEADING DOWN THE STRETCH 

Entering the team’s home match against the Colorado Rapids on July 30, the Revolution were 
tied for sixth place in the Eastern Conference and mired in an eight-game losing streak, one 
loss away from matching the club’s longest losing streak ever (nine games)... however, the 
3-0 win that night ignited an 11-game run in which the club has gone 8-2-1 since ... in the last 
11 games, New England has claimed 25 of a possible 33 points after taking only 23 points 
from the 60 available in the season’s first 20 games ... in the last 10 games, only the LA 
Galaxy (8-0-2, 26 points) have been hotter than the Revolution (7-2-1, 22 points). 

FIFTY POINT PLATEAU IN SIGHT 

With 48 points, the Revs are just two points away from recording 50 points for the fourth time 
in team history ... with a win over the Impact on Saturday, the Revs would match 2013’s 
51-point total with two games to play ... New England can finish with a maximum of 57 points, 
two points shy of the club-record 59 points, which they set in 2005 with a 17-7-8 record on 
their way to a first-place finish in the East and the first of three straight appearances in MLS 
Cup ... since MLS launched in 1996, just two teams have failed to qualify for the playoffs 
when recording 50 or more points: the 2012 Columbus Crew (52 points) and 2013 San Jose 
Earthquakes (51 points). 

TEAM AND CONFERENCE WINS RECORDS IN PLAY 

In 2005, the New England Revolution set the club record with 17 victories in 32 regular-season 
games ... the 17 wins broke the previous record of 15, which was set in 1996 and matched 
in 1997 ... with 15 wins already and three games remaining on the schedule, the Revs could 
still match - or surpass - their record win total this season ... further, if the Revs win their 
final three games, they will establish a new club record win total (18), which would equal the 
record for wins in the post-shootout era by an Eastern Conference club (set by Sporting KC in 
2012)... D.C. United also has a chance to match the Eastern record, as they also enter the 
weekend with 15 wins with three games to play. 

HEAPS TO JOIN CENTURION CLUB 

On Saturday at Montreal, Jay Heaps will coach his 100th career game, all coming with the 
Revolution ... a New England native, Heaps will become the 30th coach in MLS history to 
lead a team in 100 or more games ... with a 38-41-20 regular-season record, he is already 
the second-longest tenured coach in club history, trailing only Steve Nicol, who led the club for 
301 regular-season games ... Heaps replaced Nicol after the 2011 season and is currently the 
sixth-longest tenured active coach in the league ... he can also become the only New England 


coach - other than Nicol - to lead multiple Revolution teams to the postseason if the Revs 
reach the playoffs this season. 

HEAPS SET TO JOIN RARE CLUB 

Jay Heaps played in 243 regular -season games for the Revs from 2001 to 2009 and, when he 
steps on the sideline on Saturday at Montreal, will become just the third coach in MLS history 
to coach 100 or more games for the same team that he played for at least 100 times ... Heaps 
will join an exclusive club that includes only former Columbus head coach Robert Warzycha 
(played 160 games and coached 170 games for the Crew) and current D.C. United head coach 
Ben Olsen (played 221 games and has coached 145 games in D.C. entering the weekend). 

REVS FINISH STRONG UNDER HEAPS 

With three games remaining in the schedule and the Eastern Conference playoff picture still 
tightly-packed, the Revs will be looking to close out the season on a high note and Jay Heaps’ 
teams have done just that... last season, the Revs went 3-0-0 in their last three games, 
including a 1-0 win over the Impact at Stade Saputo, to qualify for the MLS Cup Payoffs for 
the first time since 2009 ... in 2012, Heaps’ first season as head coach when the team went 
9-17-8 overall, the Revs were 2-1-0 in their last three, which included a 1-0 season-ending win 
in Montreal. 

THREE GAMES REMAIN 

With just three games remaining on the schedule, the Revs will play their next two games 
on the road before closing out the season at Gillette Stadium... the Revolution will travel to 
Montreal this weekend and then visit Houston’s BBVA Compass Stadium on Thursday, October 
16 ... both trips are return visits, as the Revs played both Montreal (2-0 loss on May 31) and 
Houston (4-0 loss on March 8) away already this year... the club will close the regular season 
at Gillette Stadium against Toronto FC on October 25 ... this season the Revs are: 

• 4-2-0 against the clubs remaining on their schedule (2-0-0 at home, 2-2-0 on the road) 

• 10-4-2 at home and 5-9-1 on the road, overall 

• 11-10-1 against fellow Eastern Conference clubs 

REMAINING STRENGTH OF SCHEDULE 

If the MLS season ended today, none of the Revs’ three remaining opponents would make the 
playoffs ... the combined winning percentage of the team’s remaining opponents is .413 (28- 
44-20)... Montreal is in 10th place in the Eastern Conference and has been eliminated from 
playoff contention ... Houston is in seventh place, four points back of fifth-place Columbus ... 
Toronto FC are in sixth place, three points behind the Crew ... while the Revolution’s remaining 
opponents have a combined sub-,500 record, Houston and Montreal have a combined .583 
(14-9-7) home record, as the Revs will travel to play both opponents away ... however, Toronto 
FC, who the Revs will host in th regular-season finale, are just 4-6-5 away from BMO Field this 
season. 

NGUYEN CONTINUES MVP-CALIBER CAMPAIGN 

Lee Nguyen wrote his name in the Revolution record books on Saturday night, scoring his 14th 
goal of the season to set a new club record for goals by a midfielder and give the Revs a 1 -0 
lead ... the top goal-scoring midfielder in MLS this season, Nguyen kicked off October with the 
same style he played in September when he was a finalist for the Etihad Airways MLS Player 
of the Month and claimed his third straight Santander Revolution Man of the Month award ... in 
the last 11 games, Nguyen has scored eight goals and added four assists ... his 14 goals is the 
eighth-best single-season goal tally in Revs history, and are the most by a Revolution player 
since Taylor Twellman scored 16 goals in 2007 ... only Raul Diaz Arce (18 in 1998), Joe-Max 
Moore (15 in 1999), Wolde Harris (15 in 2000) and Twellman (23 in 2002,15 in 2003,17 in 
2005,16 in 2007) have scored more goals than Nguyen in a single season for New England ... 
the Revs are now 12-1-1 this season when he scores a goal or registers an assist. 

AREAL GAME-WINNER 

Lee Nguyen has been credited with seven game-winning goals and one game-winning assist 
this season, helping lead New England to eight of its 15 victories this season ... his seven 
game-winning goals are the most in MLS this season and are tied for the fifth-best single¬ 
season tally in MLS history ... prior to this season, the Revolution club record for game-winning 
goals in a season was six (Taylor Twellman, 2005)... Nguyen now has nine game-winning 
goals as a member of the Revolution, as only Twellman (28), Joe-Max Moore (13), Steve 
Ralston (12) and Shalrie Joseph (10) have more for the club ... San Jose’s Chris Wondolowski 
holds the MLS record for game-winning goals in a season with 11 (set in 2012)... in MLS 
history, other than Wondolowski, the only other player to score more than seven game-winning 
goals in a single season is Carlos Ruiz (9, LA Galaxy, 2002). 

ANOTHER GAME-WINNER FOR JONES 

On Saturday in the Revs’ 2-1 win over Columbus, Jermaine Jones scored the game-winning 
goal for the second straight game, heading home a Chris Tierney free kick in the 67th minute 
... his two game-winning goals are second on the team as only Lee Nguyen - with an MLS- 
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best seven game-winning goals - has more ... the Revs’ U.S. international has appeared in 
seven games since signing with the club on August 24 ... he has two goals and three assists, 
all coming in the five games he started ... New England has won each of those games, going 
5-0-0 in matches he starts ... additionally, all of Jones’ goals and assists this season have 
been either game-winners (two goals, two assists) or game-tying (one assist)... he is the only 
current Revolution player with whom the club has a perfect record when he starts. 

SIX SAVES FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Bobby Shuttleworth was the Santander Man of the Match after making six saves in Saturday 
night's 2-1 win over Columbus ... the six saves matched his second-highest save mark this 
season, having previously made six saves in the 5-0 home win over Seattle on May 11 ... he 
recorded a season-best seven saves on July 19 in a 2-0 loss at FC Dallas ... Shuttleworth 
is now tied with Jeff Causey for second in career saves (207) in the club’s record book ... on 
pace to become the first Revolution goalkeeper to start 30 or more games since Matt Reis in 
2007, Shuttleworth has established new single-season bests in games played (29), games 
started (29), wins (14), shots faced (129) and saves (85), while also becoming the first Revs 
goalkeeper since Causey in 2000 to stop more than one penalty kick in a season. 

BUNBURY BOOSTING REVS ATTACK 

Midfielder Teal Bunbury continues to help his teammates find the twine, tallying his team¬ 
leading sixth assist of the season against Columbus last Saturday, setting up Lee Nguyen's 
first-half strike ... Bunbury’s six assists on the season doubles his previous single-season best 
of three assists, which he set in 2011 while playing for Sporting Kansas City ... five different 
players have scored off Bunbury’s six assists with Kevin Alston, Charlie Davies, Nguyen and 
Kelyn Rowe each converting once off a Bunbury setup and Diego Fagundez scoring twice on 
Bunbury assists ... Nguyen and Rowe are tied for second on the team with five assists each. 

ROWE’S PLAYING LIKE IT’S 2013 

Kelyn Rowe had one of the most impressive sophomore seasons in MLS history last year, with 
seven goals and eight assists as a 21-year old ... however, his 2014 campaign was derailed 
early on when he missed almost two months of action because of hamstring injuries ... how¬ 
ever, since starting against Columbus (July 26) Rowe has turned back the clock ... since that 
match, Rowe has started all 12 matches and has scored four goals and added four of his five 
assists to help the Revs post a 8-3-1 record ... after playing exclusively on the right wing or in 
central midfield the first part of the season, Rowe has started each of the last seven games out 
to the left wing, helping the Revs take 18 of a possible 21 points in that time. 

SPREADING THE SCORING OUT 

This season, 14 different players have scored goals for the Revolution, tied for the most goal 
scorers among all MLS teams ... Philadelphia has also had 14 different players score for them 
... after Lee Nguyen’s team-leading 14 goals, Diego Fagundez has five, Teal Bunbury, Kelyn 
Rowe and Partick Mullins each with four, Charlie Davies with three, Jermaine Jones and A.J. 
Soares with two each and then six different players with single goals ... three teams have 13 
players who have scored goals (Chicago, Colorado, Portland), while New York’s seven differ¬ 
ent scorers are the lowest total in MLS. 

CONSTANT KOBAYASHI 

Daigo Kobayashi is the only member of the Revolution who has appeared in all 31 of the club’s 
regular-season matches this year, making 21 starts ... Diego Fagundez appeared in the Revs' 
first 29 matches of the season (starting 24) but he was an unused substitute in each of the last 
two games .. Andrew Farrell leads the team with 30 regular-season starts and 2,700 minutes, 
playing the full 90 minutes in every game except for the season opener against Houston, which 
he missed with an injury ... Kobayashi also played in two of the Revs’ three U.S. Open Cup 
games this year and leads the club with 33 appearances in all competitions. 

FARRELL IS EVER PRESENT 

Andrew Farrell missed the Revs’ season-opening loss in Houston on March 8 because of a 
lingering leg injury from preseason, but he has been an ever-present presence in Jay Heaps’ 
lineup since ... the second-year defender has played the full 90 minutes in each of the club’s 
last 30 games, lining up at both right back (20 games) and in central defense (10 games)... 
his 2,700 minutes is tied for the eighth in MLS and are tied for the third among field players 
with Chicago’s Jeff Larentowicz ... only Philadelphia’s Raymon Gaddis (2,781 minutes) and 
D.C.’s Bobby Boswell (2,775 minutes) have played more minutes as field players than Farrell 
has this season ... as a rookie in 2013, Farrell appeared in and started 32 of the Revs' 34 
games, playing 2,813 minutes, the second-highest total on the team. 


season ... Rowe has taken a team-high 86 corners in 24 games, including 64 in the last 
12 games ... Chris Tierney (47) is second on the team, while Lee Nguyen (26) and Daigo 
Kobayashi (25) rank third and fourth ... Columbus forward Federico Higuain leads MLS 
with 133 corner kicks this season. 

TWO WILL DO IT 

Following the 2-1 win over the Columbus Crew on October 4, the Revolution are now a 
perfect 14-0-0 when scoring two or more goals this season ... however, the club is just 

1- 13-3 when scoring one goal or fewer, with the lone win coming on August 23 when the 
Revs beat Chivas USA,1-0 ... New England’s win over Sporting Kansas City (Sept. 26) 
was the second time the club has won when allowing two or more goals ... the Revs are 

2- 10-0 in the 12 games in which the they concede more than one goal. 

BACK TO A FAMILIAR BACK FOUR 

Jay Heaps started a familiar back line in last week’s win over the Columbus Crew, with 
Chris Tierney at left back, Jose Goncalves and A.J. Soares at center back and Andrew 
Farrell at right back ... Soares, who missed the match at Kansas City (Sept. 26) with calf 
tightness, came back into the lineup, moving Farrell - who covered at center back in KC 
- back out to the right... Heaps has used this back-line combination 10 times this season 
and prior to the Columbus match, that combination last started on July 26 in a 2-1 loss 
against Columbus ... overall this season, Heaps has run out 10 different starting backlines 
in league games, with seven players getting at least one start in the back:

GOAL SCORING AND CONCEDING EVENLY SPLIT 

Heading into the week, 12 of the 19 teams in MLS - including the Revolution - have a 
positive goal differential... with 46 goals scored and 43 conceded, the Revs’ +3 goal differ¬ 
ence is tied with New York for the fourth-best in the Eastern Conference ... New England 
has esplit its goal scoring evenly between the two halves, scoring 23 first-half goals and 
23 second-half goals ... defensively, the Revs have conceded 22 before the break and 21 
after halftime on the year. 


NEUMANN IS REVS’ GO-TO MAN OFF THE BENCH 

Steve Neumann, who the Revolution selected fourth overall in the 2014 MLS SuperDraft, 
has been the Revs’ - and MLS' - go-to man off the bench this season ... as a rookie, 
Neumann has made a league-high 20 substitute appearances this season, coming off 
the bench for all but two of his 22 league appearances ... after Neumann made his MLS 
debut as a substitute on April 5 at D.C. United, he appeared in 12 straight MLS games as a 
second-half sub between April 19 and July 16 ... he made his first career start at Dallas on 
July 19 ... his substitute appearance on September 3 against Sporting Kansas City was the 
longest of his young career, as he went 45 minutes in place of Jermaine Jones.

The Revolution enter the week leading MLS in corner kicks with 194 on the season, three 
more than second-place Philadelphia (191)... on July 26 against Columbus, the Revs tied 
the club’s single-game record with 15 corner kicks ... one of those 15 corner kicks led to New 
England’s only goal in that game, as A.J. Soares headed a Kelyn Rowe corner in at the near 
post to tie the score at 1-1 - that goal is also the Revs’ only goal scored off a corner kick this

In their wins over Sporting Kansas City (September 26) and Columbus (October 4), the Revs 
had fewer shots and shots on goal than their opponents. 

REVS MAKING USE OF THEIR DEPTH 

Of the 31 players currently on the Revolution roster, a number that includes forward Jerry 
Bengtson, who is currently on loan to Argentine club Belgrano, 25 have appeared in at least 
one game for the club this season ... the only players that have not seen any MLS action 
this season are midfielder Shalrie Joseph (who has been injured for much of the campaign), 
forward Andre Akpan (who was acquired from New York in mid-August), goalkeeper Larry 
Jackson, defender Jossimar Sanchez, goalkeeper Luis Soffner and midfielder Alec Sundly ... 
of that group, Sanchez, Soffner and Sundly spent the majority of the season on loan with the 
USL PRO’S Rochester Rhinos and just returned to the club late last month following the end of 
the Rhinos' season. 

DRAW-ING COMPARISON 

This year, the Chicago Fire set a new record for draws in a season with 18 ties ... with three 
draws through 31 games this season, the Revs could challenge the league’s all-time low mark 
for draws in a 34-game season ... in 2012, Colorado set the MLS record for fewest draws in 
a 34-game season with four... this year, both New England and Seattle have three draws 
through Week 30 of the MLS season ... the MLS record for fewest draws in a season was two, 
however those were set in either 28-game or shortened seasons: New England (2 in 2002 
in 28 games), MetroStars (2 in 2002 in 28 games), D.C. United (2 in 2001 in 26 games) and 
Tampa Bay (2 in 2001 in 27 games). 

GOALSCORING HAS GONE LOCAL 

Local sources have played a major role in the Revs’ offensive success this season with New 
England products combining for nine goals and 11 assists through 31 games ... Chris Tierney 
tallied his fourth assist of the season against Columbus last weekend, providing the free kick 
that Jermaine Jones headed past Steve Clark for the game-winning goal... head coach Jay 
Heaps, who is a local product himself having been raised in Longmeadow, Mass., has relied 
on Tierney and three other players with New England roots this season, with that quartet 
combining for nine goals and 12 assists:

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Diego Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, is already in his fourth season with the Revolution 
... he had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals (to tie for fifth in MLS) to lead the club in 
scoring while adding seven assists... the Leominster, Mass., product was also voted team MVP 
... his 13 goals last season all came from the run of play, and marked the highest season goal 
total for a teenager in MLS history ... the only teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more 
goals in one season, Fagundez now has 22 goals in his MLS career and holds the league 
record for goal scoring by a teenager:

ATTENDANCE RISING AHEAD OF LEAGUE PACE 

With one home game remaining this season, the Revolution’s attendance is pacing far ahead 
of 2013’s attendance ... through 16 home games, the club has increased its attendance 
by 11.1 percent... the Revs average 15,676 fans at Gillette Stadium this year - more than 
1,500 fans per game ahead of the club’s average of 14,112 through 16 games in 2013 ... this 
season, the Revs claim MLS' fourth-highest attendance growth rate so far, behind D.C. United 
(23.41%), Toronto FC (21.39%) and San Jose (17.96%, which includes a match at Levi's 
Stadium) through the same number of home games a year ago ... on the season, MLS is 
averaging a 2.44 percent growth in attendance through the same number of games. 

VOTING OPEN NOW FOR REVOLUTION 2014 MOST VALUABLE PLAYER 

Voting is now open for the 2014 New England Revolution Santander Most Valuable Player, 
which will be selected by fan vote for the fifth straight season, but voting will close at 10 p.m. 

ET on Saturday ... fans who vote for the MVP will also have the opportunity to enter into a 
sweepstakes to win a pair of cleats signed by the club's 2014 MVP... all players that appeared 
in at least 15 of the club’s first 30 regular-season games are eligible for selection, and fans 
are asked to vote for their first, second and third choices for MVP... the 2014 Revolution 
team award winners - including the Santander Most Valuable Player - will be announced on 
Saturday, October 25, in a pregame ceremony before the Revs face Toronto FC in the team’s 
2014 home finale.

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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American flag as 
we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered 
stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn 
proudly in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s 
depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a 

red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 



It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 


No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 


With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
